bold bluff of the downs 
facing 
the 


weald 
and forms a conspicuous 
land- 


mark for miles round, especially when 
the light falls on it at a particular an- 
gle. There is a similar figure at Cerne 
Abbas, inDorsetshire, and, as both are 
near religious houses, 
It is supposed 


that they may have been the work of 
the inmates. 
The slope to the south 


of the priory, on which the figure is 
cut, bends downward at an angle of 
fifty degrees, 
and the giant was orig- 


inally marked out by removing the turf 
and exposing 
the glaring white chalk 


beneath. Incourse of time the outlines 
became grass grown and could only be 
seen at certain 
seasons, 
so in 1573 a 


movement was set on foot for re-mark- 
Ing the whole figure. This was success- 
fully accomplished, 
the outline being 


pla.'nly marked out by white "bricks.— 


London News.

Do Yon Want 
Strength! 


The talk of a railroad to the mineral 


belt is persistent. 
Inboth Jackson and 


Sutter Creek the people generally are 
thoroughly imbued with the idea that 
a railroad from lone 
to both these 


towns 
will be an accomplished 
fact 


within the 
next year. 
The basis 
of 


this confidence is perhaps more in the 
fact that two or three projects have 
been 
mooted 
of late; 
and also 
that 


electric energy sufficient to operate a 
short lineof this character is not only 
readily obtainable, 
but is anxiously 


seeking engagement. 
E. Records, who 


is the representative of the American 
River Electric Company, 
sent up to 


look into the project of supplying lone 
withelectric light, was inSutter Creek 
the latter part oflast week, to ascertain 
the feeling on the proposed railroad. 
The encouragement, 
so it is reported, 


was such, that in a very short time 
after his arrival, the report was given 
out that he had all the capital sub- 
scribed 
that 
he needed 
to float the 


enterprise. 
There was a rival scheme 


for furnishing power by the old Key- 
stone ditch. 
This ditch takes 
water 


from Sutter Creek, and extends 
for a 


distance of eight miles or more. 
It is 


claimed that the water available would 
furnish 300 horse power for eight or 
nine months' in the year. 
Whether 


the suggestion 
of this new source of 


power has had the effect of causing a 
compromise we do not know. 
We are 


told that parties inSutter Creek have 
promised to raise the required amount 
of money. 
Mr. Records 
and other 
parties interested leftearly in the week 
for San 
Francisco. 
With a feasible 


scheme it ought not to be difficult to 
float bonds sufficient to buildand equip 
the road, provided 820,000 or $30,000 is 
fir3t put up bj.the promoters. 
There 


is some talk of a road from the mining 
belt to tide water at Stockton. 
Such 
a road would at once antagonize 
the 


Southern Pacific, while an independent 
road to connect the towns of the mother 
lode with|the terminus of the Southern 
Pacific at lone 
would command 
en- 


couragement 
of that company. 
The 
big corporation 
would have little to 
gain by the extension 
of its line to 


Jackson. 
The 
increased 
rates 
for 
freight and passengers 
wouldbe trifling 


in comparison 
with the cost of con- 


struction. 
They would naturally pre- 


fer to see an independent 
line built, 


and thereby secure the traffic they al- 
ready have. 
But to parallel that road 
by running 
to Stockton, 
would, it 


seems to us, be a very foolish proposi- 
tion, from an investment 
standpoint, 


however 
advantageous 
it might 
bo 


from other viewpoints. .However, the 
people of this section willrejoice inthe 
carrying out of any plan that will do 
away withthe twelve miles of staging 
and 
freighting that have 
been 
the 


drawback to the development of Ama- 
dor county for so many years.

Now that the treaty between 
the 


United States and the newlylaunched 
Republic ofPanama 
has been rati- 


fied, there isno longer any room to 
doubt that the work of constructing 
the canal across the Panama isthmus 
willbe energetically 
prosecuted 
by 


the United States. 
This work is, 


next to the suppression 
of the 
war 


of the rebellion, by far the most 
gigantic scheme 
ever entered 
upon 


by the American nation. 
The peo- 


ple generally do not begin to grasp 
the magnitude of this undertaking, 
and probably all estimates 
of its 


probable cost will fall far short of 
the actual 
expense. 
Ithas 
been, 


and stillis, a debatable 
question as 


to which is the better route of the 
two—the Panama; scheme 
or the 


Nicarauga route. 
The Freuch engi- 


neers, after a careful investigation, 
pronounced in favor of the Panama 
canal. 
They started on this enter- 


prise, andbecame. stalled after ex- 
pending $90,000,000, or considerably 
more than one-half of tho total es- 
timated 
cost, 
and the amount 
of 


workdone for this outlay 
was the 


removal of between 30 and 40 million 
cubic yards of material. 
The work 


that remains 
to be done consists 
of 


about 100 million cubic yards of ma- 
terial to be excavated, besides 
cost- 


ly dams and other work in connec- 
tion with providing locks. 
(low 


longitwilltake 
to build this vast 


undertaking is problematical. 
Some 


_£stimate that fivemillion cubic yards 
may be excavated 
each year. 
At 


this rate itwould take 20 years to 
complete 
the work. 
One of 
the 


grea^t difficulties tocontend 
with is 


that the sea level on the Atlantic 
side is considerably higher than the 
sea level on the Pacific 
side. 
On 


this account itis deemed 
impracti- 


cable toconstruct a sea level canal 
through which vessels could navigate 
safely from one ocean to the other. 
Ifthe tides of the two oceans 
were 


allowed to meet unopposed, the tidal 
wave created at the pointof junction 
woulddoubtless be an effectual 
bar 


to navigation. 
For this reason it is 
proposed to construct, locks at differ- 
entpoints toovercome this difficulty. 
How a system of this kind will work 
3ut in practice cannot be foreseen. 
Itis also claimed 
that 
when con- 


structed the canal willbe useless for 
sailing vessels, not only on account 
of the heavy towage charges, 
but 


also because on the Pacific 
side the 


terminus of the canal isin a region 
of 
dead 
calm. 
A sailing 
vessel 


would have to be towed from 1000 to 
1500 miles westward toget into the 
trade winds, and make a course 
for 


its destination.

Climax.—P. B. Aiken, superintend- 


ent of the Climax, arrived in Jackson 
Wednesday 
night frem San Francisco, 


and 
went up to the mine Thursday 


morning. 
He reports the mine look- 


ing exceedingly 
well, and exhibited 


some samples of specimen ore taken re- 
cently from the- mine, 
which reminds 


one of the rich rock taken from this 
property under 
the Rood & Askey 


management. 
The specimens areliter- 
allycovered with free gold, tho prec- 
ious metal comprising probably 
one- 


half the total weight of the specimens. 
Mr. Aiken says the result of tho crush- 
ing recently made yielded an average 
of $8 per ton in free gold. 
Tho two- 


stamp millis idle at present, owing to 
the bad condition of the roads render- 
ingit impracticable 
to haul 
wood to 


supply the furnace with fuel. Itis ex- 
pected that wood willbe obtainable in 
a few days. 
Miners have been kept at 


work taking out rock add doing de- 
velopment work. The operations have 
been confined to the 100 footlevel. No 
development below this depth has been 
done. 
Drifts have 
been run at this 


level north and south for a distance 
of 


between 700 and 800 feet, showing good 
milling ore. in each 
direction. 
The 


ledge is from two to six feet wide. In 
the north drift, which' was run a con- 
siderable distance over ten years ago, 
followinga small stringer of quartz, a 
large ledge of fine ore was discovered 
close to the timbers of the drifton the 
footwall. Itis this oro-body 
that is 


supplying the rock for the mill. At 
the point whore itwas firstencountered 
it was only two feet wide, but it has 
since widened out to something like six 
feet, and has been followed for a dis- 
tance of between 100 and 200 feet. 
The 


company intends toput up more stamps 
this summer. 
Itis gratifying to record 


this instance 
of tho opening up of a 


paying mine in this locality, which is 
seven miles east of the mother lode. 
Of course, the shallowness of the work- 
ings will hardly admit ofits being con- 
sidered a proven mine, but there is no 
reason why the ledge should not con- 
tinue to much greater 
depths. 
The 


Climax is making a very flattering 
showing, and allparties' interested 
are 


jubilant over the outlook. 


Argonaut.— At this mine they are 


now cutting the 
station at the 
1950 


level. 
There are still two more sta- 


tions to cut below this without any 
further sinking. It is expected 
that 


fully two months 
will elapse 
before 


these 
stations 
are. completed. 
It is 


then the intention to sink deeper, 
and 


at the same time run drifts, to the ledge 
and take ore out.- There willprobably 
be a large reserve of ore in the bins 
before the mill is started. 
The bins 
willhold over 3000 tons of rock— nearly 
enough 
for a month's run. 
So that 


the startiog of the millis not likely in 
the 
immediate 
future. . 
However, 


everything 
is 
working steadily 
and 


satisfactorily. 
The late 
heavy 
rains 


have 
largely 
increased 
the 
flow of
